“ My plan w a s this: 
First, that the 
state s h o u ld have the right to create 
whatever private corporations the peo­ 
ple of the M ate think best. 
“ Second, that the state has, or should 
have, tin* right to impost* such lim ita­ 
tions upon an outside corporation as tho 
people of tile S ta te may think necessary 
for their own protection. 
That pro­ 
tects the rights of tim people of the 
state to say, nrst, what they shall organ­ 
ize iii their st ut** as a corporation, and, 
second, what limy shall perm it as a cor­ 
poration to c o m e from other states who 
do business in their state. 
“ Third, that the federal government 
has, or should have, the right to lmjxjse 
such restrictions as congress may think 
necessary ui>on any corporation which 
cities business outside of the state iu 
which it is organized. 
In other words, 
i would preserve to the people of the 
state all the rights they now have, anil, 
at t he same time, have congress exercise 
a concurrent remedy to supplement the 
state remedv. 
“ When the federal governm ent li­ 
censes a corporation to do business out­ 
side of the state in which it was organ­ 
ized, it merely permits it do business iii 
a state under the conditions imposed by 
that sta te, in addition to the conditions 
imposed by tne federal government.

would not take away from the people of 
the state any rights no a existing, hut I 
would have the federal government aud 
the stat*; government exercise the pow­ 
ers that may be necessary to annihilate 
the monopoly.

“ The Boers mean to fight.

“ The Transvaal note is unsatisfac­ 
tory, and, indeed, a dangerous composi­ 
tion.”

This govern­ 
ment had by no means an intention to 
raise again needlessly tile question of its 
political status, but acted w ith the sole 
deject of endeavoring, by the aid of the 
local British agent, to put an end to the 
strained condition of a.fairs. 
“ This was done in the shape of a pro­ 
posal which this government deems, 
b til as regards its spirit and form, to 
bt* so worded as, relying upon intim a­ 
tions to tins government, would satisfy 
her m ajesty’s government.

“ Ihe proposed conference, as distinct 
from the joiut commission of inquiry, 
this government is likewise not un­ 
willing reenter upon, but the difficulty 
is that an acceptance thereof is made 
dependent upon the acceptance, ou the 
side of the Transvaal, of precedent con­ 
ditions which this government does not 
feel at liberty to submit to the voUs- 
raad, aud, moreover, the subjects to be 
discussed at the coufereuce remain un­ 
defined. 
“ This goverumeut ardently desires 
aud gladly accepts arbitration, as its 
firm intention is to adhere to the terms 
of the Loudon convention of 1884.” 
The dispatch concludes by trusting 
that the British goverumeut, on recon­ 
sideration, may not deem it fit to make 
more onerous or new proposals, but 
w ill “adhere to Great Britain’s propo­ 
sal for a joint commission of inquiry 
as previously explained by the secre­ 
tary of state for the colonies to the im ­ 
perial governm ent.’’

—The 
great storm effected the people who owu 
land aud are the employers of the great 
laboring class, which constitutes 95 per 
cent of the population, and this latter 
class very differently. 
The first class has seeu its buildings 
wrecked, its machinery ruined aud its 
ripening crops aestroyed, but the great 
loss of life occurred iii the second class, 
aud it is chere that starvation threatens. 
The planters are unable to furnish work 
to the peons, aud tUe fruit upon which 
they so much depended for food is de­ 
stroyed. 
Relief supplies are ut best 
only temporary, aud difficulties of trans­ 
portation have prevented the distri­ 
bution of relief except at the most cen­ 
tral points. 
U uder these conditions there is only 
one tiling tor the peous to do. 
As fast 
as they exhaust the supply of green 
fruit saved from the storm and use up 
all the edible roots and tubers taut grow 
iii the m ountains they pack up their be­ 
longings aud come into the city. 
Here 
tin y overcrowd the houses of the poor, 
sleep by hundreds in the city hail and 
other public buildings aud on doorsteps, 
in tile parks and wherever they eau find 
room. 
As a m atter of faetj people tire starv­ 
ing to deal Ii almost every day in the 
city of Ponce, and whim this sad state 
of affairs exists there is a failure to 
afford tile commercial relief, which is 
the only rrue and lasting relief. 
L’u- 
less a perm anent governm ent is estab­ 
lished, unless the status of the island is 
determined, unless tile policy to be fol­ 
lowed in the future is soon outiiued, 
existing conditions will be aggravated 
aud it will be necessary to teed the 
whole population through relief agents. 
W hen tile .P a n th e r arrived in the 
harbor of Police the sea was rough and 
there was a very heavy rain, yet, for 
some reason, the work of putting off 
the supplies was not postponed aud, it 
is reliably stated, much of the cargo 
dropped into tile bay instead of reach­ 
ing the lighters. 
Then, again, w hat 
reached the lighters was tossed upon 
tile waves in the rain for ob hours. Tile 
tarpaulins only protected the supplies 
aud 50 per cent of what was finally 
lauded was damaged by water. 
Tons 
of rice aud oatmeal have .since been 
throw n into the ocean or given away to 
Et* fed to chickens or pigs. 
• By a strange irony of fate tho boxes 
ut fancy straw lints and untrimmed 
theater bonnets came through safely. 
The island as a whole has been very 
fortunate iii avoiding 
an 
epidemic. 
There is more sickness tiiau is usual 
among the peons, but this can be easily 
explained. 
The city hospitals here are 
overcrowded aud the temporary hospi­ 
tals has more patients than it can prop­ 
erly accommodate.

C a r t e r v i l l e , Ills., Sept. 
18.—Car­ 
terville was the scene of a bloody riot 
in which six negroes were instantly 
killed aud one fatally wounded and 
died later, while two others received 
slight 
wounds. 
Trouble 
has 
been 
brewing since the m ilitia was recalled 
by Governor Tauuer last Mouday. The 
white miners of this place have refused 
to allow the negro miners to come into 
town, always meeting them and order­ 
ing them back. 
Thirteen negroes, ail 
armed, marched into town going to the 
Illinois Central depot, where they ex­ 
changed a few words with the white 
miners there. 
Then the negroes pulled 
their pistols aud opened fire ou the 
whites, who at once returned the fire. 
A running fight was kept up. 
The 
negroes scattered, some being closely 
followed by the w hites up the maiu 
street, while the remainder fled down 
the railroad track. 
Here the execution 
was done, all who went through town 
escaping. 
After the tight was over four 
dead bodies were picked up and another 
mortally wounded. 
They were taken 
to the city hall, where the wounded 
man was attended to aud inquest held 
over the dead ones. 
Two more dead negroes were found 
later near tile Brush mines, swelling 
the total killed to six.

S pringfield, Ills., Sept. 18.—In an 
interview Governor Tanner, after tell­ 
ing of sending troops, said in part:

ple of the Mute think best. 
“ Second, that the state has, or should 
have, the right to impose such lim ita­ 
tions upon an outside corporation as tho 
people of tin* state may think necessary 
for their own protection. 
T hat pro­ 
tects the rights of the people of the 
slate to say, erst, what they shall organ­ 
iz e in their state as a corporation, and, 
second, what they shall permit as a cor­ 
poration to conn* from other states who 
do business iii their state. 
“ Third, that the federal governm ent 
has, or should iiave, tin* right to impose 
such restrictions as congress m ay think 
necessary upon any corporation w hich 
does business outside of tho state IU 
which it is organized. 
In other words, 
I would preserve to the people of the 
st ate all tin* rights they now have, and, 
at tin* same tune, have congress exercise 
a concurrent remedy to supplement tho 
state remedy. 
“ When tin* federal governm ent li­ 
censes a corporation to do business out­ 
side of tile state in which it was organ­ 
ized, it merely permits it do business in 
a state under tin* conditions imposed bv 
that state, in addition to the conditions 
imposed by tile federal goverumeut.

would not take away from the people of 
tin* stat** any rights n o v existing, but I 
would have the federal governm ent aud 
the s t a t e government exercise toe pow­ 
ers that may be necessary to annihilate 
the niouo|K)ly.

ner in which he met all the difficult 
situ ation s 
w hich 
confronted 
him as 
minister at the court of St. James. 
lf any liv in g man k n o w s of the al­ 
leged ‘‘secret alliance” it is Secretry 
Hay. and the manner in which he d is­ 
poses of it is co n clusive and co n v in c ­ 
ing. 
As m inister to E n glan d, Mr. Hay 
during the Spanish war not merely did 
not negotia te any such treaty, but so 
conducted 
American 
interests 
that 
E n g la n d can not say today that the 
United States is under any obligation 
to Great Britain other than that which 
is due to the general co m ity of nations.

W h at is left, then, in the w ay of a 
p latform? 
The 
regulation of 
trusts, 
w hich the Republicans can them selves 
manage, h a v in g all the requisite expe­ 
rience both of legislation and business, 
an d finally the war, which, it seems, 


w a s too efficiently carried on. and has 
been too beneficial to the nation to suit 
the Democratic leaders.

It has never 
e n t e r e d into the mind of the p r e s i ­ 
dent, nor or any m e m b e r of the go v ­ 
ernment, to forsake, 
under 
any 
in ­ 
ducement, the wise precept and e x a m ­ 
ple of the fa th e rs , w h i c h forbade e n ­ 
ta ngling allia n c e s with European p o w ­ 
ers. 
I need not dwell upon this fact. Even 
the men w h o wrote the Ohio platform 
k n o w there is no aliance. 
But they 
se ek to m a k e capital in this campaign 
out of the undeniable fact that our re­ 
lations with E ngland are more friend­ 
ly and satisfactory 
than 
they have 
ever been before. 
It is hard to take 
such a c k a i g e seriously; and if it is 
taken seriously, how can it be treated 
w ith patience? 
In the n a m e of c o m ­ 
m on sense, let m e ask what is the duty 
of the governm ent, if not to cultivate, 
wherever possible, agreeable and prof­ 
itable relation s with 
other 
nation s? 
And if with other nations, w hy not 
with that great kindred power which 
stands a m o n g the greatest powers of 
the world? 
W hat harm, what m enace 
to other countries is there in this n a t­ 
ural and beneficent friendship? 
Only 
a narrow and purblind spirit could see 
in it a n y th in g exclusive. 
It is a poor 
starved heart that has no room for 
only one friend. 
It is not with E n g ­ 
land alone th a t our relations are im ­ 
proved. 
W e are on better terms than 
in the past with all nations. 
W ith 
Russia, our old -tim e friend; with the 
great German empire, to w hich w e are 
hound by so m any ties; with our s is ­ 
ter republic 
of 
France; with Italy, 
Austria, and in short every European, 
every Asiatic nation, our relations are 
grow in g 
in 
intimacy and cordiality 
every year; and our friendship with 
our neig hbors to the sou th of us, from 
the Rio Grande to Cape Horn, grow s 
firmer, more genuine, day by day. 
And w h y should it not be so? Every 
one likes to he on good ter m s with the 
peaceable 
and the prosperous, espe- 
eiallv if their prosperity is of that n a ­ 
ture that other people profit by it; and 
this is precisely our condition. 
Our 
trade is takin g that vast d evelopm ent 
for w hich we have 
been 
preparing 
through m a n y years of w ise A merican 
policy, of sturdy A merican industry. 
of thoughtful invention 
and 
exp eri­ 
ment by t r a i n e d American intelligence. 
W e have go n e far toward s o lv i n g the 
p r o b l e m w h i c h has so lo n g vexed the 
ec o n o m is ts of t h e w orld — of raising 
w ages a n d a t tile s a m e ti m e lo w e r in g 
the 
cost 
of 
p r o d u c t i o n — s o m e t h i n g 
which no o t h e r people h a v e ever ac­ 
co m p lish e d Ui an equa l degree. 
W e 
p a y t h e hig h e st w ag e s w h i c h are paid 
in th e w orld, a n d w e sell our goods 
to su ch a d v a n t a g e t h a t w e a r e b e g i n ­ 
n in g to f u rn is h t h e m to eve ry q u a r t e r 
of th e globe 
W e a re b u ild i n g lo c o m o ­ 
tives foi ra il w a y s in E u ro p e , A s ia an d 
A fric a ;

All the e n e r ­ 
gies of the nation are devoted to this 
m ighty task— to insure labor its a d ­ 
equate reward, ai d so to cheapen pro­ 
duction as to bring the product within 
the reach of the great st number for 
the least m on-y. 


Of l o u i s e our prosperity would not 
bring us friends if we heil! an att tilde 
of m enace to tither nations 
But t'.ih- 
we have rn vt r done, and I hope and 
believe we never shall do. W e have 
great late rrt 
military power; 
we are J 
capable at ‘ b elt notice (if rem arkable! 
military • ffi-iency. but the habit and 
spirit of the American per pie is es s e n ­ 
tially peaceful. 
The vast m ajority of 
our people would he glad to thin k that 
that the e ia c f wars was over; that 
not anoth er battle a n y w h er e in 
the 
world should ever stain the earth with 
carnage 
or 
break tho heart 
of 
a 
mother. 
No other nation would ever 
have sh ow n 
the 
long-suffering p a­ 
tience with which w e watched, for so 
m any years, the scenes of w aste and 
disorder which m ake the recent h is ­ 
tory of Cuba. 
W h e n the state of 


th in g s at our doors had become in to l­ 
erable we took 
up arm s to redress 
w r o n g s already 
too 
lo ng 
endured, 
w ithou t a thought in any mind of c o n ­ 
quest or aggressio n. 
But no one can 
j control the issues of war. 
Porto Rico 
and the P hilip pin es are ours, and the 
destinies of Cuba are, for the m om ent 
intrusted to our care. 
It is not per­ 
mitted us to shirk the vast responsi­ 
bilities thus imposed upon us without 
ex h ib iting a nerveless 
pusillanimity 
which would bring upon us not only 
the srorn of the world, hut w hat is 
far worse, our ow n se lf-contem pt. But 
as we did not seek those acquisitions 
— w hich ca m e to us through the irre­ 
sistible logic of war— we are not striv­ 
ing a n y w h er e to acquire territory or 
extend our power by conquest. 
It is 
no secret that in m ore than one quar­ 
ter ou tly ing territory only a w aits our 
acceptance, hut every overture of this 
nature has been, and, I a m confident, 
will 
he declined. 
The w hole world 
k n o w s that w e are 
n o t 
co v e to us of 
land; not a ch ancery in Europ e sees 
in 
us an interested rival 
in 
their 
sche m e s of acquisition. 
W h a t is ours 
w e shall hold; what is not ours w e do 
not seek. 
But in the field of trade and 
co m m e r c e we shall he the keen c o m ­ 
petitors of the richest and 
greatest 
powers, and they need no w a rn in g to 
be assured that in that struggle we 
shall bring the sweat to their brows. 
It w as written of old that a m a n ’s 
foes shall be of his own household. 
T h e sim ple fact is that at this moment 
the whole world is our friend except 
certain leaders 
of 
the 
Democratic 
party. 
All countries crowd into our 
markets, hut our o pponents say our 
tariff is barbarous. 
Our a ch ievem en ts 
in war have received the u ngrudging 
praise 
of 
foreign nations, and nu et 
w ith unjust and carping criticism only 
at home. 
All other countries hid us 
godspeed in the work of bringing o r ­ 
der and civilization to the Philippines, 
and it w as 
ft to a m an in Cine inn::* 
the other day to wish that “Otis and 
his arm y might be sw ept into tho sea.” 
It is hard to exterm inate a rooted ten ­ 
den cy— the Proverbs 
say 
s o m eth in g 
about braying in a mortar. 
T h e party 
which, by vicious leadership in 1861, 
w a s made to place itself across the 
path of freedom and progress should 
take care not to follow the lead this 
year of men as lackin g in sagacity as 
they are in patrio tism 
B u t we may 
take comfort in the reflection that no 
leaders can carry all their party into 
courses their jud gm e nt m ust condemn 
and their hearts reject. 
There are. 
thank God, m a n y D em ocr ats in Ohio 
w h o do not desire the hum iliation of 
their country or the dishonor of their 


flag.

w h o m nu one can charge with parti­ 


sanship. cleared up so m e facts about 


which a persistent 
effort 
has 
b ien 
made to befog the public. 
He said in 
part: 
It is true there exists, on paper, the 
constitution of a gover nm e nt 
called 
“The R evolu tionar y 
G o v e r n m e n t” of 
Che Philippines. 
How w a s this co n sti­ 
tution adopted? 
In so m e conventio n 
of the people? 
W a s the consent of the 
people obtained to this organic law ? 
N o ! at all. 
It w as composed and pub- 
lshed by E m ilio Aguinaldo, in the e x ­ 
ercise of dictatorial powers. 
“I hereby 
declare as f o l l o w s : ” is the preface to 
this document. 
It is “Given at Cavite 
23d of June. 1898.” 
and 
signed 
by 
E m ilio Aguinaldo. 
On the 18th of last June a congress 
wTas called by a decree of Aguinaldo, 
but the congress had no power to al­ 
ter or a m end this constitution, only to 
act under it. 
And the election of del­ 
egati s to this congress, in each prov­ 
ince. was m anaged by a lieutenant of 
Aguinald o tinder specific orders given 
by him. 
Only the aristocracy of each 
district were allowed to take part in 
this election and to select delegates to 
this congress. 
It m ust he evident to 
all that “ the consent of the go v ern ed ” 
had not been e x tensively sou ght in this 
transaction. 
The congress thus sunt- 
moned by the dictator met last Sep­ 
tem ber at Malalos; its character m a y 
perhaps be indicated by its choice of a 
president— president of the congress, 
of course— for A guinald o 
h as 
m ade 
h im self the president of the revolu ­ 
tionary gcvernm i ut. 
T h is 
congress 
chose for its presiding officer Don P e ­ 
dro Alejandro Paterno*— a 
significant 
choice when we go back a little in h is­ 
tory for the record of this man. 
In 1896 there w as a serious rebellion 
in the Philippines, led by Aguinald o 
and som e < f his associates. 
It w as 
m aintain ed with v a r y in g success until 
Spain, finding her hands full in Cuba, 
made overtures to the rebels, and a 
compact of peace was signed, by which 
the insurgent hailers, including A g u i­ 
naldo, were to 
receive 
the 
sum of 
$1,000,000 and quit the country, never 
to return without 
the pi rmisslon of 
Spain. 
Certain reforms in the colonial 
admin istration were also promised by 
Spain. 
The rebel leaders fulfilled their 
part 
of 
the 
contract, 
expatriating 
the m selv es and tak in g refuge in H o n g ­ 
kong, where $100.OOO of the promised 
sum w a s sent them. 
The rest has not 
yet been paid, and the promised re­ 
forms were s h a m e b s s l y repudiated. 


T h e man who acted as go-between 
in this transaction between Spain and 
the insurgent leaders, representin g the 
latter, was this same Don Pedro P a ­ 
terno. 
As goon as the insurgent lead­ 
ers were well out of the country he 
cam e down upon Spain for his c o m ­ 
pensation. 
He wished to be made a 
“ grandee of Spain of the first class,” 
the title not less than that of duke; 
he must h ave a right to a seat in the 
Spanish senate and m oney enou gh to 
keep up this state, and to be able, in 
his own words, “ to buy over the wills 
of and unite all the insurgent chiefs 
to bring them to surrender to Spain.” 
H e names $1,000,000. H is letter m a kin g 
these d em and s read in public session 
of the con gre ss o f Madrid, JunA 16, 
1898. 
After D e w e y ’s vnctory Aguinald o re­ 
turned to the islands and raised once 
more the flag of insurrection against 
Spain. 
Then, while the relations of 
the in surgents and the Am ericans were 
still amicable, this sa m e high-m ind ed 
patriot, Don P ed ro A. Paterno, issued 
a m a n i f e s t o to the 
Filipinos 
urging 
t h e m to s to p fig h tin g with Spain an d 
m a k e an al l i a n c e w ith her. “ L it r j ” 
he said, “ s tru g g le , th e re fo re, side by 
side w ith Spain, we w ho love t h e P h i l ­ 
ip p in e s 
u n ited 
an d 
fr< e. 
L o n g live 
S p a i n ! ” 
Three m o nths an d a half later A g u i­ 
n a ld o ^ congress met at M Bolos, aud 
the inspired deputies chose as 
their 
presiding officer Don Pedro Alejandro 
Paterno. the nom w ho six m onths be­ 
fore had been begging 
Dip 
Spanish 
ministry to rn ik<j him a grandee and 
giv e him $1,090,000 to spend in bribing 
the se very ii; urg en t* to keep quiet; 
and who, three m o n t h - before had been 
praying them to desist from their re­ 
bellion an d join him in crying “ V iva 
E s p a n o l ” 
Just w hat sort of a patriot 
the man must he who, with such a rec­ 
ord, could a c c pt this place, and just 
: what sort of patriots the men m u s t be 
who, k n o w i n g him perfectly, could s e ­ 
lect him for it, I leave you to explain. 
| W e must acknowledge, 
in 
justice to

bill— that n a m e of

It is not only true that our 
domestic trade has reached propoition»

I was too efficiently carried on. and has 
been too beneficial to the nation to suit 
the Dem ocratic leaders.

more novel than this, that a great pat­ 
ty should complain that the results of a 
war were too advantageous.

will be 
hard, however, to convince the bulk of 
our people that we are the worse off 
because our ting has gained great hon­ 
or, our possessions have been ex t e n d ­ 
ed. our position in the world increased.

commerce. 


No treaty other than these exists; none 
has been suggested 
on 
either 
side; 


none is in contemplation. 
It has never 
entered into the mind of the presi­ 
dent, nor or any member of the g o v ­ 
ernment, to forsake, 
under 
any 
in ­ 
ducement, the wise precept and e x a m ­ 
ple of the fathers, which forbade e n ­ 
tangling alliances with European p o w ­ 
ers. 
I need not dwell upon this fact. Even 
the men w ho wrote the Ohio platform 
k no w there is no aliance. 
But they 
seek to m a ke capital in this campaign 
out of the undeniable fact that our re­ 
lations with England are more friend­ 
ly and sa tisfactory 
than 
they have 
ever been before. 
It is hard to take 
such a c h a i ge seriously; and if it is 
taken seriously, how can it be treated 
with patience? 
In the name of c o m ­ 
mon sense, let m e ask what is the duty 
of the g overnm ent, if not to cultivate, 
wherever possible, agreeable and prof­ 
itable rela tio ns with 
other 
nations? 
And if with other nations, w hy not 
with that great kindred power w hich 
stands a m o n g the greatest powers of 
the world? 
W h a t harm, what m en ace 
to other countries is there in this n a t ­ 
ural and beneficent friendship? 
Only 
a narrow and purblind spirit could see 
in it a n y th in g exclusive. 
It is a poor 
starved heart that has no room for 
only one friend. 
It is not with E n g ­ 
land alone that our relations are i m ­ 
proved. 
W e are on better terms than 
in the past with all nations. 
W ith 
Russia, our old-tim e friend; with the 
great German empire, to w hich we are 
bound by so m a n y ties; with our s i s ­ 
ter republic 
of 
France; with Italy, 
Austria, and iii short every European, 
every Asiatic nation, our relations are 
grow ing 
in 
intimacy and cordiality 
every year; and our friendship with 
our neighbors to the south of us, from 
the Rio Grande to Cape Horn, grow s 
firmer, more genuine, day by day. 
And w h y should it not be so? Every 
one likes to be on good terms with the 
peaceable 
and the prosperous, es p e ­ 
cially if their prosperity is of that n a ­ 
ture that other people profit by it; and 
this is precisely our condition. 
Our 
trade is t a k in g that vast d evelopm ent 
for which we have 
been 
preparing 
through m an y years of wise A merican 
policy, of sturdy American industry. 
of thoughtful invention 
and 
ex p er i­ 
ment by trained American intelligence. 
W e have gone far toward solving the 
problem which has so long vexed the 
econom ists of the world 
of raising 
wages and at the sam e time low er in g 
the 
cost 
of 
production—s o m e th in g 
which no other people have ever a c­ 
complished i s an equal degree. 
W e 
pay the h ig h e s t w a g e s w hich are paid 
in th e world, and we sell our goods 
to s u c h a d v a n t a g e that we are b eg in ­ 
n in g to f u rn is h t h e m to every quarter 
of the globe. 
W e are b u ild in g lo c o m o ­ 
tives for r a il w a y s in Europe, Asia and 
Africa;

Of i o n i s e our prosperity would not 
brine us f-b mN if we bmd an att tilde 
of ii,ma e to other nations 
But th!.

The vast majority of

that the eta of wars was over; that 
not

break tho heart 
of

mot hoi. 
No other nation would ever 
have sin wn 
the 
long suffering pa­ 
tience with which we watched, for so 
many years, the scenes of waste and 
disorder which m ake the recent h is ­ 
tory of Cuba. 
W h en the state of 


things at our doors had become in to l­ 
erable we took 
up arms to redress 
w rongs already 
too 
long 
endured, 
without a thought in any mind of c o n ­ 
quest or aggression. 
But no one tan 
control the issues of war. 
Porto Rico 
and the Philippin es are ours, and the 
destinies of Cuba amu for the m o m ent 
intrusted to our care. 
It is not per­ 
mitted us to shirk tho vast responsi­ 
bilities thus imposed upon us w ithout 
exhib iting a nerveless 
pusillanimity

Our a c h ie vem en ts 
in war have received tile ungrudging 
praise 
of 
foreign nations, and meet 
with unjust and carping criticism only 
at home. 
All other countries bid us 
godspeed iii the work of bringing or­ 
der and civilization to the Philippines, 
and it w a s I* ft to a man in Ciminnn*' 
the other clay to wish that “Otis and 
his army might be swept into the sea.” 
It is hard to exte rm inate a rooted ten ­ 
dency— the Proverbs

about braying in a mortar. 
The party 
which, bv vicious leadership iii I SGI, 
was made to place itself across the 
path of freedom and progress should 
take care not to follow the lead this 
year of men as lacking in sagacity as 
they are in patriotism 
But we may 
take comfort in the reflection that no 
leaders can carry all their party into 
courses their judgm ent m ust condem n 
and their hearts reject. 
There are, 
thank God, m a n y Dem ocrats in Ohio 
who do not desire the humiliation of 
their country or the dishonor of their 
flag.

pines. Dr. W a sh ing to n Gladden, one of 


the most em in en t 
divines

whom no one can charge with parti­ 


sanship, cleared up som e facts about 


which a persistent 
effort 
h as 
been 
made to befog the public. 
He said in 
part: 
It is true there exists, on paper, the 
constitution of a governm ent 
called 
“ The Revolutionary 
Government" of 
The Philippines. 
How was this c o n s ti­ 
tution adopted? 
In so m e conventio n 
of the people? 
W a s the consent of the 
people obtained to this organic law? 
N of at all. 
It w as composed and pub- 
Ished by E m ilio Aguinaldo, in the e x ­ 
ercise of dictatorial powers. 
“ I hereby 
declare as f o l l o w s : ” is the preface to 
this document. 
It is "Given at Cavite 
23d of June. 1898,” 
and 
signed 
by 
Em ilio Aguinaldo. 
On the 18th of last June a congress 
w’as called by a decree of Aguinaldo, 
but the con gress had no power to al­ 
ter or am end this constitution, only to 
act under it. 
And the election of del­ 
egati s to this congress, in each prov­ 
ince. was m anaged by a lieutenant of 
Aguinaldo under specific orders given 
by him. 
Only the aristocracy of each 
district were allowed to take part in 
this election and to select delegates to 
this congress. 
It must be evident to 
all that “ the consent of the g o v e r n o r ’ 
had not been ex te nsive ly sought in this 
transaction. 
The congress thus s u m ­ 
moned by the dictator met last S ep ­ 
tember at Malalos; its character m a y 
perhaps be indicated by its choice of a 
president— president 
of the congress, 
of course— for A guinaldo 
has 
made 
him self the president of the revolu­ 
tionary govern rn < tit. 
This 
congress 
chose for its presiding officer Don P e ­ 
dro 
Alejandro 
Paterno— a significant 
choice when we go hack a little in h is­ 
tory for the record of this man. 
In 1896 there w as a serious rebellion 
In the Philippines, led by Aguinaldo 
and some of bis associates. 
It 
w as 
maintained with varying success until 
Spain, finding her hands full in Cuba, 
made overtures to the rebels, and a 
compact of peace was signed, by which 
the insurgent leaders, including A g u i­ 
naldo, were to 
receive 
the 
sum of 
$1 ,000,000 and quit the country, never 
to return without 
the permission 
of 
Spain. 
Certain reforms in the colonial 
administration were also promised by 
Spain. 
The rebel leaders fulfilled their 
part 
of 
the 
contract, 
expatriating 
themselv es and taking refuge in H o n g ­ 
kong, where $400,000 of the promised 
sum was sent them. 
The rest has not 
yet been paid, and the promised re­ 
forms were sh am elessly repudiated. 


The man who acted as go-betw een 
in this transaction between Spain and 
the insurgent leaders, representing the 
latter, was this sam e Don Pedro P a ­ 
terno. 
As soon as the insurgent lea d ­ 
ers were well out of the country he 
came down upon Spain for his c o m ­ 
pensation. 
He wished to be made a 
“ grandee of Spain of the first class,” 
the title not less than that of duke; 
he must have a right to a seat in the 
Spanish senate and m oney enough to 
keep up this state, and to be able, in 
his own words, “ to buy over the wills 
of and unite all the insurgent chiefs 
to bring them to surrender to Spain .” 
He names $1,000,000. His letter m akin g 
these dem and s lead in public session 
of the congress o f Madrid, JunA 16, 
1898. 
After Dewey's vnctory Aguinaldo re­ 
turned to the islands and raised once 
more the flag of insurrection again st 
Spain. 
Then, w hile the relations of 
the insurgents and th e A m e r i c a n s were 
still amicable, this sa m e high-minded 
patriot. Don P e d r o A. P a t e r n o , issued 
a m a n ife s to to t h e 
Filipinos 
u rg in g 
th e m to sto p fig h tin g with Spain a n d 
m a k e an al lia n c e with her. “ Let u s ,” 
he said. “ str u g g le , there fore, side tty

The planters are unable to fu rn ish work 
to the peons, and tm- fru it upon w hich 
they so m uch depended tor food is de­ 
stroyed. 
Relief supplies are at best 
only temporary, am i difficulties of tra n s­ 
portation have prevented the d istri­ 
bution of relief except at the m ost cen­ 
tral jh)1 lits. 
U nder these conditions th ere is only 
one tiling tor the peons to do. 
As fast 
as they exhaust the supply of green 
fru it saved from the storm and use up 
all the edible roots aud tubers m at grow 
in the m ountains they pack up th eir be­ 
longing.*. aud com e into the city. 
Here 
th ey overcrow d tile houses of the poor, 
Sleep by hundreds in the city hail and 
other public buildings aud on doorsteps, 
in tile parks and w herever they can find 
room .

writes as follows concerning the situa­ 
tion In the Transvaal: 
“There has been much written about 
the Impending war in the Transvaal, 
but so little is the Hoer understood by 
our countrymen flint to one who has 
traveled In South Africa aud knows 
anything of this sturdy race the march 
of events is doubly significant. 
“Only a few days ago Mr. Antiroll 
Herbert of London, a great friend of 
Mr. Herbert Spencer, snid that those 
who tempt the English nation into a 
conflict with the Beers may presently 
have cause to violently regret the ac­ 
tion and that there may be yet a very 
bitter day of reckoning. 
“I think that there lias been nothing 
yet reported that is more to the point 
and timely, ('eelI Rhodes has declared 
that eventually the whole of South 
Africa will become an Knglish colony. 
This is to assume a voluntary amalga­ 
mation of tile Boer and the Briton— 
that is absurd. 
“The uplander in tile Transvaal has 
had cause for complaint. 
Tile Dutch 
republic lins been extortionate in many 
ways, particularly In the sale of dyna­ 
mite, having given the privilege to a 
single 
concern 
and 
allowed 
it 
to 
double the selling price of an article 
that is a necessity In mining, and no 
doubt the leaders In the government 
have profited personally by these de­ 
mands. 
“The ultlanders, through tile English 
government, have succeeded in secur­ 
ing some justice ami concessions of 
the franchise, but us for actual war­ 
fare with the Boer tin* Briton can ex­ 
pect to come out second best, as lias 
happened before. 
“The Boer lias had experience with 
the English, and an unpleasant one it 
has been from the beginning. 
'Pbe 
Boers are descendants of tilt* Dutch 
and French Huguenot ( ’ape Colonists 
end were the first settlers. The) were 
driven from Olpe Town as early as 
1725, and their history from that time 
has been a series of conflicts with the 
nil lander, or foreigner. 
“ in 1834 they made another exodus. 
or ‘trek,’ due to the action of the Brit­ 
ish government, which had legislated 
against them and in favor of the black 
man* aud again when England em an­ 
cipated the slaves of Cap© Colony, in 
eluding those of the Boer, about o.onu 
farmers, or ‘Boers,’ of tilt* Cape loaded 
their wagons and trekked to tin* in­ 
terior, founding Natalia, south of tin* 
Orange Rivet State, when* they hun 
gored and thirsted, and many women 
aud children wen* massacred by sav­ 
age natives. 
There tile trekkers divid­ 
ed, one going northward, while the 
other passed east over the Drekens- 
burg mountains. 
“The British again pursued and took 
ptffsesslon of this country, upon which 
tin* Boers once mort* took to their 
wagons aud trekked newt ii over the 
Vital river to tile plateau which Is BOW 
known as the 'I'rn as taal. 
There, atter 
having driven out the Zulus, they filial 
ly settled and instituted what is now 
known as tie* Dutch African Republic 
“The British government at last rec­ 
ognized their independence, as also 
that of the orange Free State 
But It 
Seems the Briton was still dissatisfied, 
and 
In 
1877 TheophiltM Shepstoue. 
England’s representative In tin* 4 ape 
visited tho Transvaal and formally an 
nexed It. 
“This was too much 
There was no* 
Where else for tin* Boer to go. 
The 
country to the north of them was un­ 
der c© British Aug 
They could not 
do c ‘barwise than stat! h 
“They waited quieti) for three years, 
until they were thoroughly armed and 
ready for tin* conflict, aud then, with­ 
out word or warning, tin* Ninety-fourth 
regiment of English “"©Idhwy was mas­ 
sacred by them at Broukhorst sprint 
the beginning of their war for inde­ 
pendence. 
“'{‘he Briton came to battle with pipe 
aud tint** aud mn relied In the open, ns 
he was trained to do tit home, 
But tin* 
wily Boer waited In 
Ids hidden re­ 
serves and unsuspected behind the de­ 
clivity or huge aut hills peculiar to 
that country and fought ids adversary 
to the death. 
“At th© outbreak of the lust Boer 
war n wave of horror swept over 
Bloemfontein, tile rapt ta) of th© Or­ 
ange Free State, when we heard of th© 
massacre of ©very officer of the Eng­ 
lish regiment, as the Boers ut long 
range shot them dowu like so mu ny 
birds on a fence. 
“The diplomatic Oora Paul, with the 
same diplomacy as before, is holding 
off his adversary until the Boers are 
equipped for another struggle, and it 
will fare the same as before.

“ We have seen soirm exhibition of 
Hint kind of fighting in Cuba, where 
the Spanish government sent a seem­ 
ingly overwhelming army that proved 
Impotent to cope With Its foe. 
“ In the first place, tile Boer in South 
Africa, as a nation. . 
un -usoly clan­ 
nish and might almost Lh* looked upon 
as a large 
family, whose root and 
branches spread from Cape Town to 
Rhodesia and beyond. 
“Through Intermarriage they have 
ties of blood and kindred seemingly in 
svery village, aud tin* trials of a gossip 
would be unparalleled when one real­ 
izes tin* danger of wandering into a 
Household where the number of 23 chil- 
Ireu is not an unusual occurrence. 
“ In a way, there is an endless chain 
in the population of these two repub­ 
lics, aud the family life is a trem en­ 
dous force. 
The woman of the house­ 
hold in the Transvaal is an undreamed 
of power, but little realized by any but 
cot ravelers. 
“ It was my good fortune to be en­ 
tertained a t the ‘white house, 
tm* 
home of President aud Lady Brand, in 
Bloemfontein, capital of tile Orange 
Free State. 
Mrs. Brand was a tall, 
massive, handsome, brainy 
woman, 
vvho was fully capable of assisting her 
aide husband In fill affairs of state dur­ 
ing bis 25 years as president of the re­ 
public. She did not hesitate to express 
to us openly her resentment at the 
British Invasion at that time, aud it 
was at the home of President Brand 
that we heard for the first time the 
well known Idstory of the encroach­ 
ments of the Briton ami final acquire­ 
ment of the Uriqua Land West Coun­ 
try, which Included the now famous 
Kimberley aud other diamond mines. 
“The territory, previous to the dis 
covery of the mines, extended only to 
the grave of a certain Kaffir chief, but 
upon the opening of the mine and the 
rush of the foreigners or ultlanders 
Into that district it was decided by the 
English that tile grave of the Kaffir 
chief had not been correctly located, so 
they placed the grave Just beyond the 
mines and so included them in their 
possessions, 
“ Another woman of renown, born in 
Africa, the daughter of a missionary, 
is olive Schreiner, author of ‘The 
Story of an African Farm .’ 
She is 
now the wife of Ha* prime minister of 
( ’ape Colony, a Dutch Boer, who lins 
honored his wife by changing his own 
name to that of Schreiner.’ 
Her In­ 
fluence is felt throughout all of South 
Africa iii spite of her detractors. 
“The Dutch frau seldom talks, hut 
when silt* does lier words have weight, 
and she absohm ly rules ber sons. She 
it is who resents, even more than lier 
husband, the presence of the ultland­ 
ers, for she has veritably slaved for 
her country, and In times of war as 
sullies the entire responsibility of the 
farm of perhaps thousands of acres. 
The Boer at home has the advantage 
over any 
invader he knows every 
point of vantage of Ids country, and it 
will lie ‘a very bitter reckoning. 
“ It has been said that 40.000.000 of 
till landers have drifted in and out of 
South Africa during tin* lust lo years. 
They have conic and gone, but a small 
percentage remaining permanently, and 
is it strange that the Boer should sur­ 
round tho franchise with more than 
the usual protection? The immigrant 
coming to America intends to stay and 
make ids home here. 
Th© uitlouder 
goes to Africa to exploit its land* and 
its mines aud to take out of the country 
all the wealth that he eau appropriate. 
Th© Boer knows this aud judges wisely 
that lf h© relaxes ids watchful tar© 
for a moment th© foreigner lias him, 
and In* will Ila vc to do like poor Jo !u 
‘Bleak House,' ‘Move on! 
“The lesson of 150 years has not been 
lost, and the distrust instilled through 
the generations of aggression has made 
tin* Dutch Boer sturdy, as he needs 
1 must in*. 
"I have said nothing about th© black 
luau who recognize s the Boer as Ids 
master. T M Boer knows how to rule 
tin* savage black, which Is more than 
any other colonist can say. 
The Boer 
has always conquered him In battle 
ami can count upon him as an ally. 
“There will be no more trekking, and 
lf Cecil Rhodes runs his continental 
railroad from the Cape through the 
Transvaal to Cairo, it will la* only by 
the permission of the volksraud."

in it anything exclusive. 
It is a poor 
starved heart that has no room for 
only one friend. 
It is not with Eng­ 
land alone that our relations are im­ 
proved. 
We ar** on better terms than 
in the past with all nations. 
With 
Russia, our old-time friend; with the 
great German empire, to which we are 
bound by so many ties; with our sis­ 
ter republic 
of 
France: with Italy, 
Austria, and in short every European, 
every Asiatic nation, our relations are 
growing 
in 
intimacy and cordiality 
every year; and our friendship with 
our neighbors to tile south of us, from 
the Rio Grande to Cape Horn, grows 
firmer, more genuine, day by day. 
And why should it not be so? Every 
one likes to be on good terms with the 
peaceable 
and the prosperous, espe­ 
cially lf their prosperity is of that na­ 
ture that other people profit by it; and 
this is precisely our condition. 
Our 
trade is taking that vast development 
for which we have 
been 
preparing 
through many years of wise American 
policy, of sturdy American industry.

ment by trained American intelligence. 
We have gone far toward solving the

DR. GLADDEN DISCUSSES AGUINALDO 
AND HIS r L LLL WE RS 
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In a recent lecture on the Philip­ 
pines, Dr. Washington Gladden, one of 
the most eminent 
divines 
in 
Ohio, 
whom no one can charge with pirti- 
sanship, cleared up some facts about 
which a persistent 
effort 
has 
bren 
made to befog the public. 
He said in 
part: 
It is true there exists, on paper, the 
constitution of a government 
called 
“The Revolutionary 
Government” of 
The Philippines. 
How was this consti­ 
tution adopted? 
In some convention 
of the people? 
Was the consent of the 
people obtained to this organic law? 
Not at all. 
It was composed and pub- 
lshed by Emilio Aguinaldo, in the ex­ 
ercise of dictatorial powers. 
“I hereby 
declare as follows:” is the preface to 
this document. 
It is “Given at Cavite 
23d of June, 1898,” 
and 
signed 
by 
Emilio Aguinaldo. 
On the l'Nth of last June a congress 
was call*(I by a decree of Aguinaldo, 
destinies of Cuba ate, for the moment 
but the congress had no power to al- 
intrusted to our care. 
It is not per­ 
mitted us to shirk the vast responsi­ 
bilities thus imposed upon us without 
exhibiting a nerveless 
pusillanimity 
which would bring upon us not only 
the scorn of the world, but what is 
far worse, our own self-contempt. But 
I as we did not seek these acquisitions 
—which came to us through the irre­ 
sistible logic of war—we are not striv­ 
ing anywhere to acquire territory or 


ter or amend tills constitution, only to 
act under it. 
And the election of del­ 
egates to this congress, in each prov­ 
ince, was managed by a lieutenant of 
Aguinaldo li m i e r specific orders given 
by him. 
Only the aristocracy of each 
district wi re allowed to take part in 
this election and to select delegates to 
this congress. 
It must be evident to 
all that "the consent of the governed” 
had not been extensively sought in this 
extend out power by conquest.

The congress thus sum­ 
moned by the dictator met last Sep­ 
tember at Malalos; its character may 
perhaps be indicated by its choice of a 
president—-president of the congress, 
of course—for Aguinaldo 
has 
made 
himself the president of th*

tionary government.

congress 
chose for its presiding officer Don Pe­ 
dro Alejandro Paterno—a significant 
choice when we go back a little in his­ 
tory for the record of this man. 
In 1896 there was a serious rebellion 
in the Philippines, led by Aguinaldo 
and .-(mc ( f his associates. 
It was 
maintained with varying success until 
Spain, finding her hands full in Cuba, 
made overtures to the rebels, and a 
compact of peace was signed, by which 
the insurgent leaders, including Agui­ 
naldo, were to 
receive 
th** 
sum of 
$1,000,006 and quit the country, never 
to return without the permission of
